The communication, filed on 2/27/04, is non-responsive to the prior Office action, mailed 1 1/25/03, because the indicated 
amending does not correspond to the previous content of the claims. Specifically, in claim 40, part b), subpart ii), the current 
amendment removes 128 which is not present in the previous claim 40. Rather, 1-28 is present in the previous claim 40 at this 
citation. Although this may be viewed as a minor inconsistency, claim amending must be carefully submitted so as to accurately 
indicate such amending and avoid error(s) regarding interpretation of what amending has actually occiured. Yet another amending 
inconsistency is present in claim 40, part b), subpart ii), wherein "a" has been deleted but not indicated as such. Also in said subpart 
ii) "at" and "acid" has been added without indication as such. Applicants are required to resubmit a properly indicated amended claim 
set and are advised to thoroughly review the previous claim wording compared to any submitted amended claim wording. Applicants 
also argue that the sequence listing, filed 7/25/01, corrected the SEQ ID NO: 1 to 291 nucleotides. Consideration of said 7/25/01 
filing reveals that SEQ ID NO: 1 is cited as containing 289 nucleotides in the length field therein and therefore also is non-responsive 
to said previous office action. Also, the title has not been amended to correspond to the elected invention. The present title includes 
non-elected polypeptides and antibodies. Applicants are reminded that the restriction requirement was made Final in the previous 
office action mailed 1 1/25/03, regarding antibody and polypeptide embodiments. Since the response appears to be bona fide, but 
through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is required to complete the response 
within a time limit of one month from the date of this letter or as extended as follows. AN EXTENSION OF THIS TIME LIMIT 
MAY BE GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 C.F.R. ' 1.136(a) OR (b) UP TO A MAXIMUM OF SIX MONTHS.
